The United States government
does not grant a license to sell,
and it has nothing to do with
the sale, the right to sell is
granted solely by the laws of
the State, but our understanding
is, the governor sought the in-.
fluence of the President to get
the internal revenue department
which issues the stamp tax cer-
tificates fo discontinue the issu-
ance of them in this State, ex-
cept to the legally authorized
dis; ries, and if he had no
law to back up such action, then
to ask the congress to grant the
right to the commissioner to re-
fuse the stamp tax to private in-
dividuals in this State.

Our anderstanding of the mat-
ter also is, the governor realizes
the difficulty of enforcing the lig-
nors in this State, and he believes
if the federal government wiil
withhold the issuing the license

BRYAN IS IT.

The congress will, in all prob-
ability undertake to have enact
ed into law at the present ses-
sion a currency reform bill.
There is strong opposition but
the bill agreed upon by the
leaders having the approvai of
the President and Secretary
Bryan will go through. The
effect upon the financial world
is as yet problematic, the bank-
ing interests are watching every
move of the administration, and
this no doubt is having its in-
fluence today upon the present
stringency of the money market.
Congressman, Henry of Texas,
is one of those opposed to action
at this session. Mr. Henry wants
the investigation of the money
trust continued before .direct
legislative action is taken, and
if he can get Secretary Bryan
to support his views in opposing
corrency legislation be hopes to
be able to hold it up, but with-
out Secretary Bryan’s approval
his opposition will be ineffective.

Just why Secretary Bryan’s
is needed for we do not under-
stand, as that official’s duties
have nothing to do with the
monetary legislation. but it
seems that it becomes necessary
to consult the Commoner about
the entire workings of the gov-
ernment; in other words, Sec
retary Bryan’s views are so
highly considered by the mem-
bers of congress that they fear
to take an independent step lest
they bring upon themselves his
frown. Never in -the history of
the country has the government
been under the influence of one
man more than at present. True,
Bryan is the recognized leader
of the Democratic party, it was
he who dominated the Baltimore
convention, and it was he who
had wmore to do with the policies
of the party than any other maan,
yet at the same time, there are
others who did much to bring
about the change of administra-
tion, but these it seems bave
been relegated to the rear and
Bryan placed in the front rank.

How long this will continue
we connot say. If Bryan's poli-
cies turn out to be what he
claims for them, everything will
work on smoothly and he will
continue to shape the policies,
but let there come a time when
reverses set in, those who are
chafing under the Bryan domi-
nation will begin to make them-
selves felt by starting a revolt.

A SERIOUS CHARGE.

District Attorney McNabof San
Fraaocisco, a Republican. wired
his resignation to the department
of justice with the charge that
the administration bas delayed
the prosecution of certain crim-
1nal cases against persons con-
nected with the man who was
recently appointed by the Presi
dent as commissioner general of
immigration. In other words be
charges the Attorney General
of the United States with favor
itism, and thereby thwarting
justice. The cases the District
Attorney is prosecuting are for
the violation of the Mann white
slave Act and the son of the
commissioner of immigration is
one of the accused, he is also
prosecuting the officials on the
charge of conspiracy to defraud
the customs; these cases have
been ordered postponed by the
Attorney General. and the Dis
trict Attorney in charge woula
not stand for it. The charge
made by McNab is one which
the government cannot afford to
treat lightly, he directly strikes
at the chief of the legal depart
ment of the United States, and
if the matter is not investigated
there will always be a suspicion
in the minds of the people that
because of the prominence of the
accused. the serious charge
against them will not be pushed
with the vigor such -crimes
merit. McNab's resignation wus
promptly accepted, but it is up
to Atturney (General McReynolds
to say whether or not *‘rich and
powerful influences are working
to defeat the prosecutions.”
